THERMOMETERS 
ARE 
MANUFAC- 


TURED WITH GREAT CARE. 


They Are Made Very Accurately, and. 


Though Quickly. Pas* Through Nine- 
teen Pairs of Hands—The Different 
ProposHes of the Instrument!. 
The making of a thermometer may be 


either a delicate scientific operation, or 
'lie of the simplest tasks of the skilled 
"mechanic, according to the sort of ther- 
mometer made. With the extremely 
ien«ilave and minutely accurate instru- 
ment;) designed for scientific uses great 
:are is taken, and they are kept in stock 
or months, sometimes for years, to be 
compared and recompared with instru- 
ments that are known to be trustworthy. 
Jnt so much time cannot be spent over 
he comparatively cheap thermometers 
a common use, and these are made rap- 
dly, though always carefully. 
The 


method of manufacture has been so sya- 
;ematized within a few years that the 
very cheapest thermometer should not 
yary more than a fraction of a degree 
rona the correct point. 


Whether tho thermometer is to be 


charged with mercury or alcohol; wheth- 
er it is to bo mounted in a frame of 
wood, pressed tin or brass, the process 
is substantially the same. Mercury is 


enovally used for scientific instruments, 
mt most makers prefer alcohol, because 
t Is cheaper, The jilophol is colored 
red with an aniline dye which does not 
'ado. 


Tho thermometer maker buys his glass 


lubes in long strips fruin the glass fac- 
;ories. The glassblowor ou the premises 
uta these tubes (;o the proper lengths, 
and with his gas jet and blowpipe makes 
he bulb on the lower end. The bulbs 
we thou filled with colored alcohol, and 
,he tubes stand for twenty-four hours. 


On the following day another work- 


man holds each bulb tn turn over a gas 
et until the colored fluid, by its expan- 
sion, entirely fills the tube. It then 


p bs^ck into the hands of the glass- 


jlower. He closes the upper end and 
urns tho tip backward to make the lit- 
le glass hook which will help keep the 
ube in place in the frame. 


MA.RJCING THE TUBES. 


The tubes now rest until some hun 


dreds of them, perhaps thousands, are 
ready. Then the process of gauging be- 
•ins, There are no marks whatever on 
;he tube, and the first guide mark to be 
made is the freezing point, 33 degs 
Fahrenheit. This is found by plunging 
;he bulbs into melting snow. No othei 
;hermometer is needed for a guide, foi 
melting snow gives invariably the exact 
freezing point. This is an unfailing test 
'or any thermometer whose accuracy 
may be suspected. But melting snow is 
not always to be had, and a little ma- 
chine resembling a sausage grinder is 
jrought into use. This machine shaven 
a block of ice into partiples, which an- 
swer the purpose as well as snow. 


When the bulbs have been long enough 


n the molting snow a workman takes, 
hem one by one from their icy bath, 
seizing each so that his thumb nail 
marks the exact spot to which tho fluid 
las fallen. Here he makes a scarcely 
wrceptible mark rtpon tho glass with a 
ine file, and goes on to tho next. 


The tubes, with the f'-oozing point 


narked on each, now go into the hands 
of another workman, who plunges them 
bulb down, into a vessel filled with 
water kept 
ponstantly at 
64 degs. 


A standard thermometer attached to 
he inside of this vessel shows that the 
iMjiperature of the water is correct. 
Another tiny file scratch is put at 64. 


Then a third workman plunges the 


>ulbs into another vessel of water kept 
constantly 
at 
98. This 
is marked 


ike the others, and the tube is now sup- 
plied with these guide marks, each 
S3 dega. from the next. A small tab 
s then attached to each tube, on which 
ts number is written—for, owing to un- 
avoidable variations in the bore of the 
;ube, each one varies slightly from the 
others. 


MAKICINQ THE CASKS. 


With its individuality thus established 


the tube goes into the hands of a mark- 
er, who t\\j> its bulb and hook into the 
framo it is to occupy, and makes slight 
ser.vtcl.eb ou tho frame corresponding to 
the 32, 64 and 96 degree marks on the 
tube. The frame has a number corre- 
sponding with the number of the tube, 
and tho tube is laid away in a rack amid 
thousands. 


Tho frame, whether it be wood, tin 


or brass, goes to tho gauging room, 
where it is laid upon a steeply sloping 
tablo, exactly in the position marked for 
h thermometer of that size. The 32, 04 
and 96 degree marks must correspond 
with the marks upon tho table. If they 
do not, the error in marking is detected 
aud the frame is sent back for correc- 
tion. 


A long, straight bar of wood or metal 


extends diagonally across the tablo from 
tho lower right hand corner to the upper 
loft hand corner. On the right this 
works upon a pivot and on the left it 
rests in a ratchet, which lots it ascend 
or descend only one notch at a time. 
That notch marks the exact distance of 
•2 degs. With tho three scratches already 
made for a basis the marker could hardly 
make a mistake in the degrees if he tried. 


The marks made upon the frame or 


case are all made by hand with a geo- 
metric pen and India ink if the frame is 
of wood, and with steel dies if it is of 
metal. The tube bearing the correspond- 
ing number is next attached to the f ranio, 
and the thermometer is ready for the 
market without further testing. Some 
makers use only two guide marks, but 
the best makers use three. 


In tho process of manufacture the 


ordinary thermometer goes through the 
hands of nineteen workmen, htilf of 
whom aro often girls and women. Sorau 
of the larger concerns in and near New 
Vork produce several hundred thousand 
instruments annually, and on every one 
of them tho purchaser may see, if he 
looks closely, the tiny file scratch on the 
glass at 83, 01 and 96 degree marks—or 
somewhere near them, as different mak- 
ers use different points.—Hew York Sun.

A Monster 'Wheel. 


The new 30-foot flywheel to replace 


the one which burst on the Amoskeag 
corporation at Manchester, N. H., last 
fall, haa been completed and put in 
position for use as soon as the engine 
s in readiness. 
Twenty thousand feet 


of brown ash was used in the construo- 
;ion of tho wheel, as well as 18,000% by 
3'^-inch screws, a lot of iron rods, tons 
of iron and quarts of glue. The small 
wooden sections are fastened together 
ay glue and the screws, and to strengthen 
;he whole there are stout iron rods pass- 
,ng through the sections in addition to 
this. The screws are driven by steam 
power. T° make the whole mass as 
compact as possible narrow openings 
were left between some of the sections, 
and into these were tightly driven well 
fitting wedges soaked in boiling hot 
glue. 


The time of its test ia being awaited

Climatic conditions have always been 


recognized as of vital importance In bieec?- 
ing rucehor-ts aud ft.st trotters, itntl for 
that matter hors»s for any atd all purposes. 
Ever since attention has been given to 
rearing horses, cuituries in tho past, it 
wan noted that some dibtricts are vastly 
superior for equine physical development,. 
and that though tbere were only fc.light 
differences apparent, it could rot be denied 
that animals bred and reared a few miles 
apart had pronounced variations. Climate, 
soil, herbage, water, topography, atmos- 
phere are acknowledged to ibflaenoe the 
progeny. 


In comparing C«lifcrnU and Nevada, or 


rather the vulleys and foothills of Califor- 
nia with the valleys and mountain sides of 
Nevada, the most striking differences we 
elevation and pasturage, the higher ulti- 
tode, 
of course, affecting u dhange of 


temperature, and also the density of the 
atmosphere. 


Theories are easily 
constructed, and 


speculations as to what effect heat, cold, 
lighter or heavier air will have in the rear- 
ing of racehorses are not difficult to ad- 
vance, but theories and speculative imag- 
inings are freansntly fur from tbe results 
which follow practical teats. 


In order to obtain information io regard 


lo Nevada as a raoe-horge-region and to 
visit Mr. Winters' breeding farm in Washoe 
Valley, and furthermore have a look at th« 
horses in training, the broodmares and 
coils, I made tho trip when the season, in 
all probability, would be as unfavorable as 
at any period of the year.

ran with his head up and a clean stroke, 
never clambering or faltering, going at his 
ease when others were straining every mus- 


vidtd by narrow valleys, and when the val- 
ley is as wide aa that of Reno the force 
must be weakoned just as o raging torrent 
comes to quietude in a sheet of water, and 
though there may be a good, stiff breeze 
after the expansion, it must be a great deal 
worse than that which at times is some- 
what uncomfortable on the Bay District. 


But I shall give more attention to the 


climatic conditions of Nevada for horse 
breeding when desciibing Mr. Winters' 
raneho, and as that will require an aiticle 
by itself, and more than one newspaper 
article will be necessary to do it full jus- 
tice, and therefore will close this with a 
few cogitations on the effect of training 
race horses with the intention of preparing 
them for an Eastern campaign at an eleva- 
tion of five thousand feet above the ocean 
level. 
It is the unanimous opinion of 


thoeo who have "carried" horses from here 
to run of trot at Reno, Carson and the 
courses in Montana that they labor under 
a great disadvantage, the rarifled atmos- 
phere increasing the labor of the lung?. 
If this be true, then the reverse should be 
beneficial, and horses brought from a high 
elevation to one not far above tho aea level 
will have "better wind" than those which 
are kept on the lower altitude. 
Outside ol 


the monntain States all of the prominent 
ace courses in this country are located at 
comparatively low 
altitudes. 
Without 


going into a close investigation, I am of the 
opinion that the raoe course atSaratogi 
tins the highest elevation of any of them 
east of the Rooky Mountains, and thin may 
be one of the characteristics which give? it 
snob wide celebrity as a horse sanitarium. 
Tbat the atmosphere and the water are the 
main factors in establishing health must 
be admitted, as all other conditions are 
analagous to those existing 
in 
other 


places. 
Food and attention are the same,

IN THE 
ARMS OF A CORPSE. 


Horrible Tale of Shipwreck ami Sufferlnz 


In the Chjiia Seu. 


Goorge J. Merchant, mato and the 


only survivor of the crew of six on the 
ill fated schooner Pearl, which was run 
down and sunk in the China sea by an 
ocean steamer, was interviewed by a 
reporter at hia uncle's home, on Peluam 
street. 


'•The Pearl," ho said, "was a small 


trading schooner of HO tons, and usual- 
ly touched ports among the Philippine 
islands, but on his last voyage we were 
chartered at 
Pamay for Hong-Kong 


with a general cargo. 


"Nothing of any account happened 


until the night of the disaster, when we 
were within eight miles of our destina- 
tion. 


"At 3 o'clock that evening the barom- 


eter went down rapidly and we made 
ready by reducing sail to meet the tor- 
nado. 


"Myself and a man named Mayo were 


on watch at 11 o'clock, and at that time 
we were hove to under a two reefed 
foresail, the wind having increased to a 
gale. 
"Suddenly we saw two side lights a 


half mile away, and fearing a collision 
I told Mayo to get the 'flam' lighted, 
while I would arouse the crew. 


"Before the 'flam' could be lighted 


the steamer was upon us, striking the 
Pearl (m the port side and cutting her 
almost in two. 


"We began to sink. I cut the lash- 


ings of the boat, tiirned her over, but we 
could not launch her, as Mayo's arm 
had been broken by flying timber. 


"We got iuto the boat and she floated 


off. 
I saw the steamer back astern then 


proceed on her course, notwithstanding 
that I yelled myself hoarse for aid. 


"In a few minutes the schooner sank 


head foremost, and we came very near 
being drawn down. 


"Wo were alone on the ocean, as nol 


one of our shipmates could be seen cling- 
ing to tho wreckage of our vessel. But 
worst of all, we had neither oars, water 
nor provisions. 


"The heavy sea that was running a 


the time broke over the boat, and I tore 
up the bottom boards, fastened them to 
tho ropo at the bow and threw them 
overboard. These answered as a drag 
and kept her head up to the sea. 


"All that night we huddled togethe: 


to keep warm, expecting each momen 
would be our last. 


"Morning dawned, but it was a sac 


dawning, as Mayo, overcome by the pain 
of hJs broken arm, lay stretched out i 
tho bottom of the boat gasping for th 
want of a drink of water. 


"Throughout that day many an anx 


ious glance I cast over the waters. There 
was no sail in sight, and the delirious 
cries of Mayo was something awful. 
Then the storm abated. Next morning 1 
found myself clasped in the arms of the 
corpse of Mayo. 


"This was terrible, yet he must be 


buried. So I raised the body as gently 
as possible and launched it into the sea. 


"I watched tho body sink, but what 


was my horror when it rose face up- 
ward. Having nothing for a sinker 1 
took one of the boards and paddled away 
from the terrible sight. 


"I think it must have been about noon 


that clay when I became delirious, for 1 
remember quite plainly of yelling to a 
fleet of imaginary ships as they passed. 
but after that all was a blank. 


"How or when 1 was rescued 1 do not 


know, but when I came to my senses 1 
was on board a large Chinese,junk, and 
seated besido mo was a good natured 
coolie with a fan, who motioned me to 
keep quiet."—Boston Globe.
